Gossip of the Day From the State 
Capital. 


i 
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Jefferson City Jottings--The Visit of the Com- 
mercial Club Delegation--General Notes. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Disvatch. 

JEFFERSON City, January 5.—The Com- 
mercial Club party composed of Samuel Cup- 
ples, Joseph Franklin, Joseph W. Brauch, 
Silas Bent and Newton Crane, with James 
OQ. Broadhead as attorney, came up to-day ia 
the special Pullman car, Kenilworth, to add 
the weight of their influence to the proposed 
high license dram-shop legislation. A sub- 
committee of that weighty body has 
prepared a. bill which _—'will be 
entrusted to Henry T. Kent, to intro- 
duce to-morrow. Its provisions are similar 
to those of a measure now being drafted by 
the House Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence, as to responsibility of saloon-keepers 
for damage to third parties as the result of 
the traffic. The Commercial Club bill con- 


templates a license of $500 for an exclusive 
beer saloon and $1,000 for a general dram- 
shop license. A violation of the law in any 
of its particulars is to be punished by for- 
feiture of the license and disbarment from 
the business for five years. The visitors 
in the afternoon went before the House 
Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence 
and to-night met the St. Louis delegation 
of the House and Senate separately. Mr.j 
Broadhead made a few remarks to both bod- 
ies. In the House Mr. Cupples endeavored 
to explain the bill at length. Hall, of Ver- 
non, who was present as a_ spectator, 
asked Mr. Cupples why St. Louis did not reg- 
ulate this matter herself. Mr. Cupples re- 
plied that it would be _ impos- 
sible to enforce’ a_ high license 
ordinance. Mr. Cupples_ incidenatlly 
urged objections to the proposed 
free library and night school 
amendment to the constitution sent 
up here last week by the school board. The 
party returned to-night on their car. These 
visits of instruction by distinguished citizens 
of St. Louis are not much relished by legis- 
lators, and itis a question whether they do 
not do more harm than good to a measure. 
Such is the drift of comment. It is im- 
probable that the St. Louis Elective bill 
will ever pass the Legislature, yet the fact re- 
mains that the visit of Setxon, Arinstrong, 
Howe, Bell and others in opposition to it last 
week, now made many votes for it, and the 
wrangle and defenso of Ewing’s administra- 
tion solidified the St. Louis delegation to sup- 
port of the bill. 

AS A MATTER OF COURSE 
no session of the Legislature would be com- 
plete without a dog law, a Pullman ear bill, 
and a bill to prevent pool selling in the State. 
The arrival of the last named bill has 
been looked fordaily by all experienced 
net ondents. Itcame to-day, written in 
hand familiar to St. Louis newspaperien, 
and was introduced by Senator O’Brien, of 
the Fourth Ward. ‘the Senator has Con- 
zressional aspirations. The bill should have 
yen entitled ‘‘an act to give Ecker and 
Watts a monopoly of the pool-selling in St. 
Louis.” It excepts povl-seliing on the 
grounds of a race track when conducted un- 
der the auspices of the assoc ation. 
Four years ago the Legislature in a 
very decided manner exempted pool-seliing 
from the operations of law. A similar law 
in operation in Ohio has broken up the Cin- 
cinuati race courses: and the Cleveland trot- 
ting meeting, one of the finest in the country 
has gone into decay and been practically 
abandoned. Owners will not take their 
stables where there is no pool selling. ‘The 
introduction of this bill was predicted by the 
Secretary of the St. Louis Jockey Club in 
the presence of St. Louis paries at the Louis- 
ville Jockey Ciub meeting last fall. 

THE OPIUM BILL 

was slaughtered in the Senate to-dav bya 
most decided vote. Perhaps the authorship 
of the measure may have to some exta 
compassed its defeat, but leadingeS 
claim that the action meant that the 
being against the prohibition of the lig 
traftic, it did not propose to stultify itself by 
passing as palpable a prohibition bill as this 
one, 


A GOOD BILL BEATEN, — 

Afteravery heated debate to-day, Par- 
ker’s bill, detining murder in the first degree, 
was defeated, by failing to secure a constitu- 
tional majority. Itis what is known up 
here asthe “Russel Brown bill,” and car- 
ries out the common Jaw idea, that murder 
committed in the commission of a felony is 
murder in the first degree. Moran and 
Bentiey opposed the bill, and Parker, in its 
defense, made some very caustic references 
to his opponents. 

NOTES. 

The Baldwin dram-shop bills will be dis- 
cussed in the Senate on Wednesday. 

The Senate Committee on Blind Asylum 
have gone to St. Louis, to investigate the 
suspension of the three boys by Superin- 
tendent Selby. 

McGinness, in introducing his historical 
museum bill, remarked, with some sarcasm, 
that there was no gas light company or Fifth 
street railroad lurking behind them. 

The Harrigan-Mason quo warranto pro- 
ceedings will be argued in the Supreme 
Court on the twentieth inst. The Supreme 
Court has adjourned until next Monday. 
Wm. Hodnett, of St. Louis, is contined to 
his room at the Madison Hotel, for several 
days by a severe affliction of the eyes and 
will return to St. Louis for treatment to- 
morrow. 

The Penitentiary Committee was forced 
to-day, for the second time, to adjourn its in- 
vestigation on account of the convenient ab- 
sence of W. 8S. Page, the reputed author of 
the charges against the management of that 
institution. 

The Supreme Court to-day granted a per- 
emptory writ compelling the Secretary of 
State to issue a certificate of incorporation 
to the Grimes Dry Goods and Boot Manufac- 
turing Company. It was another case of 
-Chief Justice. 

The remarkable constitutional amendment 
of Gideon, of Christian county, prohibitin 
the manufacture or sale of revolvers an 
cartridges in Missouri, was unanimously re- 
jected upon adversely by the Committee on 
Constitutional Amendments to-day, and the 
report sustained. 

The House Committee on Judiciary will, 
to-morrow, report unanimously in favor of 
the bill granting the Supreme and Appellate 
Court discretion to order the records in 
cases sent up to them printed. This would 
simplify matters greatly, and many lawyers 
hold that itis the true solution to the Su- 
preme Court troubles. Nearly twice as many 
cases can be disposed of if presented in this 
shape than as now.

Hamilton Now Governor of Illinois 

—The New Senator’s Plans,

SPRINGFIELD,ILL., February 6,—This fore- 
noon Gov. Cullom formally resigned the Gov- 
ernorship, filing his resignation with the 
Secretary of State. The Secretary notified 
Lieut.-Gov, Hamilton, who immediately took 
his leave of the Senate, and was sworn in as 
Governor. Gov. Cullom’s family will enter- 
tain Gov. Hamilton’s tamily at luncheon this 


afternoon, when the former will retire and 
the latter will be in ssession of the Gub- 
ernatorial mansion. Senator Cullom expects 
to leave for Washington before the end of 
the month, and will spend a short time there 
before the termination of the present Con- 
gress.

THE LANGTRY’S DIAMONDS. 


$150,000 Worth of Gems---A Gorgeous 
Collection of Sapphires. 


“I never saw so many sapphires and such 
beauties ina bunchin my life before,” said 
Raymond Gregg, the diamond merchant, re- 
ferring to Mrs. Langtry’s collection of gems. 
Mr. Gregg has just returned from New Or- 
leans, whither he went with some diamonds 
he had sold the Lily. 

“She has got over $150,000 worth 
of precious stones,” the dealer continuea, 
“‘And they are not onty remarkable for their 
quantity, but for quality also. There are 
some rare gemsin the collection—blue dia- 


monds thatare the finest in the world, fan- 
cy stones of exceeding value, and sapphires 
so large and beautiful and costiy that 
we have no trade in such things in this 
country. I don’t know that such a maguifi- 
cent collection has ever been brought here 
from Europe. 1 spent a whole afternoon 
looking through the jewels, and if vou like 
will describe a few of them. I don’t think 
the Langtry collection has ever been written 


p. 
The Post-DisPpatcu reporter got out his 
note book and followed Mr. Gregg’s descrip- 


tion. 

‘She has thirteen large brooches,” he said, 
“to begin with. Four have sapphire centers 
with twelve to fourteen there-fourths karat 
diamonds surrounding them. Each sapphire 
weighs fourteen carats and looks like a ball 
of fire. A filth brooch has a fourteen-karat 
diamond center, with small blue diamonds 
surrounding it. The others are large 
diamonds aud emeralds. There is a cres- 
cent pin containing sixty-four graduated 
diamonds, the largest in thecenter being 
two karets, and the smallest one-half kavat. 
A horse shoe pin has a three karat sapphire 
center surrounded by 11 smal! diamonds. 
A very large eight-pointed star used fora hair 
ornament isa soiid mass of diamonds; two 
smmaiier Crosses are also composed of numer- 
ous diamonds set in piatinum. Among her 
rings is a turquois about the size of a hoger 
nail, setin diamonds; it is the finest thing of 
its kindin the country. She has savphire 
and diamond rings tili you can’t rest, buta 
beauty is a 15-kurat sapphire surrounded 
by tifteen blue diamonds each weighing % 
karat. The handsomest ruby and dia- 
mond bracelet 1 ever beheld is in her col- 
lection; it must be worth at least 
$4,000; the entire top band is 
seb with alternate diamonds and 
rubies; there are at least fourteen stones, 
the center ruby being 3% karais, from which 
the stones graduate down to one Karat. A 
beautiful bangie consists of a four-karat sap- 
dbire set in wire with a two-karat biue dia- 
noud on either side. Another wire bangie 
bracelet has an immense thirty-live-yrain 
pear-shaped pearl, with diamoud mee 
on each side. Icould not estimate the vaiue 
of tne pearl; there is no dewaud for any such 
in this country; they may be bought in 
Europe, but not here. 

“The boss thing, however,” the 
diamond merchant continued, “Ig 
the necklace she wore in “The Honeymoon’ 
when she piayed here;.itis the handsomest 
necklace that ever graced a lady’s neck. 
There are 125 karats of material init, con- 
sisting of eighteen diamonds and seventeen 
sapplires mounted in doubie crown setting, 
very massive and elaborate indesign. ‘ne 
necklace could not be duplicated in this 
country. The thirty-five stones graduate 
from thirteen karats each down to tour Kar- 
ats. She now has two necklaces, having 
taken the 100 karat one from me, and wheu 
she plays “Juliana” in Cincinnati next week 
she wili have the ruby and diamond one 
pinned acruss the edge of a square neck 
white satin dress, fastened at the end with 
diamond stars, and wear the seveuteen-stone 
piece around her throat, That wili bes 
gorgeous sight fur the ladies, won't it?’

THE WEATHER’S WORK.

—— 


Damage Wrought in Every Direc- 
tion by the Storm. 
The Telegraph and Telephone Lines Exten- 
sively Injured--Communication Difficult-- 
Damage to the Fruit Trees. 


The succession of cold and disagreeabie 
days, whose continuity promised to be un- 
broken up to 10 o’clock this morning 
at that time yielled to a better im- 
pulse and took a favorable change. By to- 
morrow it is altogether probable that instead 
of snow and sleet the streets will contain 
their accustomed quantity of mud 
and that the ive which has 
since Saturday morning encased telegraph 
lines house-tops and the limbs of trees with 
a crystal shimmer will have yielded to mild- 
er temperature and dripped away. That the 
longed-for change in the temperature has 
come for to stay would seem to be evident 
from the fact that the Signal Service bulle- 
tins from all sections of the country report a 
rising temperature everywhere. Sergt.- 
Weber states that a rise has taken 
place at all stations; particularly in 


the \northwestern quadrant of the 
territéry. All stations except a 
few M& the West report a temperature above 
zero. Whe coldest place this morning is 
North Platte, Nebraska, where the ther- 
mometer stood at ten degrees below zero. 
Moorhead, Minnesota, where the tempera- 
ture usually is forty degrees below, was seven 
degrees above to-day. ‘The barometer ap- 
— to be the lowest a little to the east of 
Northern Minnesota over the Lake Superior 
Region, and the highest in the Ohio. Valley. 
Cloudy weather, with sleet, prevails 
at stations in the Ohio Valley, 
Tennessee and the northern portion 
of the Upper Mississippi Valley. Elsewheré 
cloudy weather is reporicd except ata few 
stations in the northwest which report clear 
weather. Easterly winds prevail east of 
the Mississippi River, and southwestern 
winds west of it. The Sergeant states t.at 
the indications are that we shall have rain. 
It is probable that it will sleet at first, but to 
the sleet rain is sure to succeed. The dam- 
age occasioned by the suecesison of cold and 
rainy weather which has _ prevailed 
for the past six days is “al 
most incalculable. In the country the 
effects of the extreme eold are certain to be 
felt. In order to estimate the damage to 
crops, fruit, etc., a Post-DiIsPATCH reporter 
this morning called on 
COL, NORMAN J. COLMAN, 

of the Rural World. Col. Colman yielded 
gracefully to the interviewer. When asked 
concerning the damage occasioned by the 
late storm he said: 

‘The damage will prove to be even 
greater-than from any similar storm within 
my recollection. Fruit trees are much in- 
jured, particularly peach, apricot and nec- 
tarine, their wood being tender, and the 
limbs breaking on account of the heavy load 
of ice attuched to them. Many of these trees 
are nearly ruined. Apples, plums, and cher- 
ries are considerably injured, but the wood 
being of a tougher nature, they have not suf- 
fered somuch. The fruit buds of most of 
these fruits except the apple, were mostly 
destroyed inthis latitude by the freeze of 
December 6, when the thermometer, which 
was 40° the day before, fell to six to eight 
degrees below zero on the 6th. The buds 
were unprepared for so great a change and 
were mostly killed, but if they had not been 
they would be fnuch injured by being en- 
cased as they now are in ice, with the ther- 
mometer as it was, day before yesterday 
morning, several degrees below zerv.”’ 

“What about evergreens, ornamental 
trees, ete,’ 

‘They have suffered much by the weight 
ofice attached to them. Many evergreens 
have been snapped off by their loads of ice, 
and large limbs broken off. Of deciduous 
ornamental trees, those of teuder, brittle 
wood have been much injured by the limbs 
breaking off. Where the wood is tougher the 
limbs are much bent, but hold their weight 
without breaking. Buta heavy wind before 
the ice thaws oft the branches, by swaying 
the trees and bianches to and tro, wouid do 
far more damage than has been already 
done.”’ : 

“Has the ice injured the forest trees 
much?” 

‘It has a good deal, particularly the soft 
or tender-wvoded kinds. Most of the limbs 
of the sassafras haven broken off, that wood 
being yery brittle, ‘The trees of the ash 
have suffered much, so have the linden and 
elm. Nearly ali the forest trees have suf- 
fered more or less, but the tougher the 
wood, like the hickory, oak, etc., the less the 
damage.” 

“How has it affected the wheat?” 

“This coating of ice over the entire fields 
of wheat is anything but favorabie. Some 
farmers Claim tie plants are smothered by 
such an impenetrable coat, but 1 am inclined 
to think the damage on well drained wheat- 
lands will not be great, while on lands that 
are naturaily wet—and we have altogether 
too inuch of such land in wheat—the damage 
will be serious. Many excellent farmers, 
with whom I have conversed in the 
last day or two, think the damage 
will be far greaterthan ldo. I will say such 
an ice coat, however, is anything but favora- 
ble toa good wheat crop, and the damage 
may be lar more serious than 1 now antici- 
ate.’ 

‘‘How has it affected stock?” 

“Where shelter and plenty of food have 
been provided, of course no damage; has 
been done, but Lam sorry to say that not 
one-tenth of the farm animals in the West 
are proeided with shelter. Such bave 
suffered and lost flesh seriously, and in the 
aggregate, if an accurate estimate of the loss 
in flesh alone could be obtained, it would as- 
tonish the farmers themselves. It is cruel, 
expensive and unprofitable to keep farm an- 
imals without shelter, and the loss caused by 
such storms and by any storms, are very 
great, and would pay for cheap sheiter to 
protect them from such cruel 
exposure. But many farmers do not provide 
an adequate amount of food for their stock, 
and those without it must die, as none can 
be obtained now, the face of nature being 
covered by an aimost impenetrable sheet of 
ice. If this sleet and ice have extended to 
the plains where large herds are kept the 
loss of cattle will amount to millions of dol- 
lars as the owners make no provisions for 
storms like the one we now have,”

“We may have connection within an hour, 
and we hope we will,” said a gentleman in 
charge of the office, “‘but itis impossible to 
tell anythig about it.”’ 

‘‘Where is the trouble?” 

‘At Funk’s Grove, north of the Sangamon 
River, near Sptingfield, Ill., about ninety- 
eight miles out. ‘There the wires run through 
a dense wood, among trees. The trouble is 
that the trees have fallen down in 
places, tearing the wires with them: 
Our wires are all along the Chicago and Alton 
Road, It is not one general break, but a 
tear here and there. Manager Dougherty 
started up the road this morning and is prob- 
ably on the ground now. The superintend- 
enthas been there for several days. The 
damage in this dense forest is immense, 
and we have’ all the men possible 
working as hard aas_ they can. 
Those who have seenthe Western Union 
break along the Chicago and Alton at the 
same point say that it will take many days 
before they can get it in anything like wor k- 
ing order.”’ 

“What has the storm cost you at this 
point?” 

“Well, about $225 would cover the usual 
office receipts perdiem here. We lose all 
that since Saturday of course. Butif we had 
our wires all right while the others were in 
distress, We would have done a tremendous 
business. It is hard to say what the repairs 
will cost.” | 

A call was made at the office of the 

BELL TELEPHONE COMPANY, 
on Olive street. When the reporter entered, 
Mr. Fishback, the superintendent, was in- 
quiring about “that gang of men on Market 
street,’ and the reply was that they were all 
at work and that another gang had started 
out from Washington avenue and ‘Third 
street, and would work in that direction. 

“We got a terrible dose,” said Mr. Fish- 
back, “but we are laboring as hard as we 
can, and expect to be all right by to-morrow. 
All the cireuits are ae so that when a 
subscriber calis the ice we can tell him 
whether he can get the connection 
he wants or not. The single wires 
we are repairing as fast as Wwe can. 
On Saturday and Sunday it was hard to get 
men to work, but yesterday and to-day labor- 
ers are plenty and we are pushing the re- 
pairs as fast as we can.” 

MR. DURANT, 
the vice-president of the company, said that 
the storm took down altogether about 400 
wires,or forty per cent of ali that arein use. 
‘The whole damage,” said Mr. Durant, “can 
be repaired for about $1.600, 1 should Judge. 
We got off much easier than we did last year. 
The principal damage was in the neighbor- 
hood of the Cass avenue office. ‘There a cor- | 
ner pole fell, tearing down all the wires on 
it. Carondelet is cut out altogether. With 
the exception of Carondelet, we will be all 
ready to-morrow, I think. The Carondelet 
circuit will take some time longer to get in 
order,” 
THE STREET CARS. 

Travel on the street car lines has been 
much impaired since Saturday morning. The 
principal sufferers, however, have been the 
drivers and conductors, the horses and the 
traveling public.. Snow plows have been run 
at intervals, but the superintendent of one 
of the roads said to-day that all the expense 
they entailed was the cost of cheap rock salt. 
The horses. were taken from the cars which 
were notin useon accountof the weather. 
The stock has suffered terribly and several 
of the cars have been wrecked by running off 
the tracks. 


THE RAILROADS, 

Perhaps no one business enterprise of any 
kind has suffered so seriously from the effects 
of the storm as the railroads, This delay 
has been caused not alone by 
the icy condition of the tracks, but by the 
demoralized state of the telegraph lines. Not 
a road of the many leading into the city but 
has during the past four days been cut off 
for a time at least from all communi- 
cation . oyer its lines.

A clerk in the office of Water Commission- 
er Whitman stated that there was a depth of 
only one and haif feet of water in the Comp- 
ton Hill reservoir this morning and that 
unless citizens in the southwestern sections 
of the city were economical in the use of 
water they might in a day or two iind them- 
selves without water at all. _ 

A citizen living in the neighborhood of 
the Bisseli’s Point Water-works states that 
hundreds of tons of ice are being cut 
from the reservoir basins there, 


thus depriving the citizens of just that much’ 


water supply. 
THE PLUMBERS’ CARNIVAL. 

In the city the effects of the cold have been 
felt chiefly in frequent and appalling plum- 
bers’ bills, and city officials declare that, un- 
less something is done at once to put an end 
to the continuous waste of water, a water 
famine is certain to ensue, particularly in 
the distriets supplied by the Compton Hill 
reservoir. In order to estimate the extent of 
the damage in the direction indicated 
by the foregoing reference to — the 
plumbers, a Post-DisPATCH reporter 
called on Mr. Dave Roden, the plumber at 
Eighth and Chestnut streets. 

“Well,” said Mr. Roden, “I suppose that 
fully one-half of the houses in the city have 
had work for the plumbers to de during 
this snap of cold weather.” 

“And what has been the average bill for 
each house?” 

“Uh, I don’t know exactly. Ishould say 
from seven to ten dollars,’”’ | 

Estimating the population of the city at 
375,000, and allowing eight persons 
to each house in the city, would 
place the total number of domiciles in the 
city at 46,875. The half of this number is

Tue Harvard Herald says that “the art 
of writing college songs seems to have be- 
come one ofthe lost arts. * * * It seems 


to be an undoubted facet that this art is fast 
disappearing from our midst—the art of 
writing songs with all the old verve and 
swing of ‘Bingo’ or ‘Cocaebelunk’ at least 
—a fact truly to be regretted and melancholy 
to contemplate.” If this can be proved to 
be true, if it can be made to appear clearly 
that there is no danger of anybody writ- 
ing any new college songs as bad as 
“Bingo” or “Cocachelunk,” a great many 
parents who are hesitating about it will be 
induced to allow their sons to go to college. 


A POINT WORTH NOTING. 

The country owes a great deal to Mr. 
Tuomas W. Fitcu, of St. Louis, the Presi- 
dent of the State Immigration Society, and 
also President of the Harrison Wire | Works, 
of this city, for calling the attention of Con- 
gress, in a most conspicuous manner, to the 
way in which corporate monopolies abuse 
the protection which was intended to help 
American industries, and misuse it to crush 
American industry. 

‘There could be no more glaring instance of 
this perversion of a national benefit than in 
the case of the Bessemer steel patents, 
which are now owned and controlled 
by aring of eleven manufacturing cor- 
porations. ‘These corporations not only 
refuse to permit new industries in 
steel! to spring up and give employment to 
workmen, but they have even made use of 
the profits which Protection gives them. to 
subsidize the existing stee! works, not to run 
but to shut down, not to produce to their full 
eapacity but to withdraw from production, 
not to furnish employment and wages to 
thousands of busy, hard-working, hands but 
to refuse it to them. 

Here in St. Louis, within our own city 
limits, we have seen the spectacle of a great 
manufacturing establishment subsidized by 
the ring in this way, its furnace fires un- 
lighted, its yards deserted, its hands 
turned off, and all the interests of 
labor. and of production blighted and 
torpid, while the capitalists who held 
the bonds were regularly paid their 
dividends out of the fund earned by limiting 
the output and advancing the price of the 
protected product. 

In every case where this is done, Congress 
should emphatically refuse protection. The 
only object of Protection is to increase the 
field of employment for American-labor, to 
throw that field wide open, and to permit all 
citizens to enter in and enjoy its benfits. When- 
ever a combination of capitalists openly 
thwarts this purpose, and restricts the field 
of labor while enhancing its own profits, the 
misused protection should be withdrawn. 
When any combination deprives labor of its 
protection the least that can be done is to 
give the consumers the benefit of cheap pro- 
duction. 


STATE HEALTH BOARDS. 

Missouri, having for many years miracu- 
lously escaped from the consequences of her 
neglect, is now to be protected against all 
contagious diseases and infirmities by the 
establishment of a State Board of Health, to 
be composed of blank physicians, and the 
sum of blank dollars is to be appropriated 
for the expenses of the Board, who are also 
to receive such salary as shall hereafter: be 
fixed. 

There are some obsolete and antiquated 
people who helieve that the State of Mis- 
souri has about as many officials as she needs, 
and about as many bills of 
expenses as can paid 
from the resources of taxation and there 
are. acute 
who fancy that in the proposition to create 
a State Board of Health they detect partly a 
desire to make a good thing for the doctors, 
and partiy an attempt to incorporate into 
State legislation the old quarrel between the 
schools-which has occasionally raised a small 
tempest in the local political teapot. 

If we had any reason to believe that a 
State Board of Health would be of any 
benefit to the sanitary interests of the 
State, or that it would extirpate quack- 
ery, it would be easier to consent to the 
creation of sucha Board. But unfortunate- 
ly the worst quacks are those who hang the 
cheaply-earned diplonia in their studies, and 
the sanitary interests of the State can hardly 
be reached by any legislative action. Until 
there is more pressing need for aState Board 
of Health and less pressing need for the 
money than there is now, we might as well 
keep our money and, if possible, do without 
the Board of Health.

Pending the vote by which BowreN was 
elected United States Senator from Colorado, 
he rose to dispose of some rumors afloat imply- 
ing that he had not dealt fairly with Tanor.

The outcry which will be raised against 
the refusal to admit Dakota as a State is 
mere sound and fury and means nothing at 
all. There is no obligation on Congress to 
admit a Territory into the Union as soon asit 
may be reasonably supposed to have a popu- 
iation which would entitle it to a representa- 
tive, and there are much more important in- 
terests at issue than those involved in giving 
a Congressional representative to the hun- 
dred and odd thousand of citizens who are 
rapidly developing that magnificent part of 
our great Northwestern domain. 

‘There is a very close national election im- 
pending, and to admit Dakota into the Union 
and give it three electoral votes would be not 
a national measure buta strict party meas- 
ure, a bargain and sale between the party in 
Congress that created those electoral votes 
and the politicians in the new Territory who 
had headed the demand for recognition. 
Everv sensible man knows that the Republi- 
cans in Congress who support the admission 
of Dakota would fight against such an ad- 
mission if they did not know that its elector- 
al vote was as safely pledged to them as the 
vote of Iowa. 

‘There is neither sense nor justice in ask- 
ing the Democrats to consent to the forma- 
tion of a Republican pocket borough at a 
most critical period in political history, and 
in the face of an emergency where the votes 
of that boreugh might change the whole re- 
suit of a national election and convert the 
chances of a victory into the certainty of de- 
feat. When the Republicans affect to be in- 
dignant over the Democratic opposition to 
such a move, they indulge in an dffectation 
which deceives nobody.

‘Tue Standard Oil monopolists, who are 
not quite satisfied with the ownership of the 
bowéls of the earth and a little over one-half 
the surface, are protesting at Jefferson City 
against the law which requires all oil that 
finds its way into this State to be inspected, 
whether consumed here or not. It is claimed 
that our State has no right to legislate for 
the protection of the citizens of other States, 
and it is held that after a barrel of oil has 
been inspected here it may be taken into 
Illinois and subjected to another inspection 
under another and adifferent law. Exper- 
ience shows that low grade oils are sold at 
various points along the borders of this State 
to be consumed in Kansas and other States, 
but which find their way back into Missouri. 
It is even suspected that they are not ship- 
ped out of the State at all. The word of a 
Missouri Jnspector that a barrel of Oil is of 
standard quality is a protection and a guar- 
antee wherever the oil may go. We are sur- 
rounded by vast districts in other States 
where inspection is not practicable, and, 
even if it were, there is no reason why anoth- 
er test should be made after the Missouri In- 
spectors have affixed their brands. If oils 
can be sold in Missouri without inspection 
to be consumed in another State, we might 
as well abolish our inspection system entirely 
or put a cordon of troops around the State to 
prevent thesmuggling of low grade and dan- 
gerous oils. 


THAT wasa sad tragedy in the Criminal 
Court yesterday. The appeal taken by the 
wretch PARKER before his case was called 
was an eminently proper one, but the slay- 
ing of the poor wife who had followed him 
to the dock to be with him in the hour of his 
suffering and trial was an atrocity woithy 
only of a heartless fiend. There was no ten- 
der emotion or sentimentin it, for PARKER 
was a brute and a ruffian unworthy in every 
sense of the woman who clung to 
him with such tender solicitude. During the 
long months of this man’s imprisonment this 
poor woman toiled and slaved in a laundry 
for the pitiful money wherewith she could 
purchase for him a few delicacies to break 
the monotony of his life. Drawn by the 
tenderest affection, she was with him in the 
court-rcom yesterday.
